In this case the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and 
materially different process, which does not require injecting a reducing agent, passing 
flue gas through a first layer of nitrogen oxide reducing catalyst and then passing the 
flue gas through a heat exchanger that removes heat and mixes the flue gas with a 
reducing agent as well as passing the flue gas through at least one additional layer of 
nitrogen oxide reducing catalyst. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
